Find Out What Your 


Blood Pressure Is 
By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


In looking for something to write about for 
today's article, I picked up a letter that just 
came in, It is from a lady who says, “The doctor 
says I have blood pressure. What can I do for 
it?” 

Of course she has a blood pressure. This 
lady is like many others who 
have heard so much about 
high blood pressure and low 
blood pressure that she has 
decided that blood pressure 
must be a disease. A normal 
blood pressure is not a disease 
but is necessary to help push 
the blood through the arteries. 

The normal blood pres- 
sure is between 120 and 130 
and if above 140 this must 
be considered positive evi- 
dence of high blood pressure; if below 120, it is 
low blood pressure. 

The blood pressure may soar so high that it 
tests over 200 and such a condition requires im- 
mediate care as the patient is in danger of a 
stroke which may cause paralysis. If, on the 
other hand, the blood pressure drops very low 
and stays below 98, this condition is also serious 
as such low blood pressure frequently proceeds 
the development of such disorders as tubercul- 
osis and diabetes. The patient with extremely 
high blood pressure complains of headache, 
numbness or dizziness, while the one with a very 
low blood pressure is very weak and tires easily. 

When you go to have your blood pressure 
taken, the doctor uses the sphygmomanometer. 
This instrument contains a column of mercury 
which registers on a scale of numbers in such a 
way that we may measure the blood pressure 

In taking the blood pressure, first a rubber 
bag which may be inflated or blown up, and 
which is attached to a cloth band, is placed on 
your arm. You probably think it is a little too 
tight, but since it is not very uncomfortable, you 
say nothing. As the rubber bag is pumped full 
of air, it presses on the artery beneath it. The 
column of mercury it watched to see what it is 
registering and your blood pressure is the num- 
ber or figure marked by the mercury at the 
instant that the pulse can no longer be felt at 
the wrist when the doctor places his finger over 
it. 

This figure is your systolic pressure which is 
the pressure in the arteries during the beat of 
the heart. In a normal adult, this systolic pres- 
sure runs between 120 and 130. The doctor may 
also take the diastolic pressure which means 
the pressure in the arteries maintained during 
the rest period in between the heart beats. 

One point to note is that the blood pressure 
may rise ten to twenty points during excitement 
and if you are nervous when it is being taken, 
the reading may not actually represent your 
average blood pressure when calm. If the 
patient is nervy find it a good plan to sug- 
‘ he back the next day and have 
the blood pressure taken again when he is more 
accustomed to the procedure at which time it 
may be found almost ten points lower.
